THE COST OF DRILLING FOR OIL 


Oil Locator J.T, Wilson stated at the Board of 
Trade mass meeting the best contract he could get on drill- 
ing a well was $20.00 a foot—that means a well 4000 fect 
deep costs $80,000. In Turner Valley 4000 feet roughly 
speaking the depth oil is found at. 

For eighty thousand dollars only the hole and casing 
is supplied and does not include a complete drilling outtit, 
lease, acreage, nor interest in any other property, which 
the Oil Producers Corporation is offering shareholders in 
the Gleichen field. This is surely worthy of considera- 
tion especially in a new untried field such as ours. It is 
still more desirable when Manager McLay states his esti- 
mate is that the cost of drilling the first well here will not 
require more than $25,000. 


NATURAL GAS EXISTS HERE 


There are few who question whether or not natural 
gas exists in this district. It has been proven to the old- 
timers who saw the illumination gas made on the reserve 
in 1910, when Mr. Dingman was drilling there. At that 
time the flames shot to a considerable height when lit. It 
is also known gas was struck on the reserve about six 
miles east of town when drilling for water for an Indian. 
We understand this well is still capped and can be seen at 
any time.
